MURDER MYSTERY 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Washington, Jan. 10.—-Report ot 


the department of labor's Investiga- 
tion of the Michigan copper strike 
made public here today declares that 
strike breakers were Imported into 
the copper region by misrepresenta- 
tions; that some were taken to the 
mines at the point of pistols, that 
strikers were wounded by fire arms 
In the bands of armed guards, but 
that no evidence was found of offi- 
cers being injured by the strikers. 


It was pointed out that while 


many of the smaller copper mining 
companies in the region were operat- 
ing at a loss the Calumet-Hecla Co., 
which employes more than 50 per 
cent of the men in the region had 
"had extremely large profits," with 
an authorized capital of ?2,500,000, 
of which 11,200,000 was paid in, the 
report declares that since 1871, the 
company has paid $121,050,000 in 
dividends and re-invested $75,000,- 
000 in its property. 
It pays wages 


for 
a ten to eleven 
hour 
day 


ranging from $2.89 10 
$3.62, 
and 


with an average of $3.28, while the 
average day wage of tlie other com- 
panies is $2.74. 


The report also poiats out the wel- 


fare work the company conducts for 
its employes, such as hospitals, a 
pension fund and like. 


The report was made upon the in- 


vestigations of Walter B. Palmer, a 
special agent of the department of 
labor; John A. Moffitt and John B. 
Densmore, solicitor of the depart- 
ment, who were sent out to the cop- 
per region as conciliators. 


Secretary Wilson making public a 


summary of the report today, de- 
clined to say what his next step 
•would be but intimated that the find- 
ings of his investigators might be 
made the basis of a proposed con- 
gressional investigationf 


Palmer reported that the general 


average of day wages paid by all the 
companies throughout the year was 
92.59. 
Some of the smaller com- 


panies, he declared, were operating 
at a loss. Prior to the present strike 
lie found the general work day was 
Hen to eleven hours and some of the 
miners were paid as low as $2.35 a 
shift.

ENTIRE FORCES 


Cape Town, Union of South Africa', 


Jan, 
10.—Drastic measures 
have 


been taken by the government of the 
Union of South Africa to prevent se- 
rious trouble arising out 
of the 


strike of railway men in the Trans- 
vaal and Orange state provinces. The 
entire defense forces of South Africa, 
including the regulars and the citi- 
zens' reserve, are being mobilized 
for the protection of property which 
the 
government 
believes 
to

threatened. 


The strikers have tied up railroad 


traffic in the 
Transvaal 
and 
the 


Orange state, but have not yet suc- 
ceeded in interfering 
with trans- 


portation at Cape Colony and Natal. 


The authorities in mobilizing the 


forces are looking toward a much 
greater danger than the strike. T,Sey 
fear a possible uprising of the thou- 
sands of native 
laborers in 
the 


mines, some of whom have already 
shown signs of unruliness. 


In Natal all the infantry, cavalry 


and artillery comprised in the forces 
of the Union of South Africa were 
mobilized th's morning. The forces 
available at Bloem Fontein, capital 
of the state, have been sent off to

Kimberley. The native laborers there 
have already adopted a threatening 
attitude this morning.
